Interview Summary (Attachment) 



Attorneys Heppermann and Chinlund discussed whether Yonnet discloses a spring-to- 
close type pilot valve as recited in the independent claims of the instant invention. 
Specifically, Hppermann and Chinlund argued that the sentence in Yonnet on page 6, 
beginning at line 22 indicates a spring-to-open configuration. Examiner countered the 
sentence in question discloses a spring-to-close configuration. It was agreed that an 
impasse had been reached and Mr. Heppermann and Chinlund suggested that they 
might consider amending the limitation "includes a spring-to-close- configuration" by 
replacing it with - - is configured so that when the pilot loading pressure increases the 
pilot valve opens - -. Examiner informed that such a limitation would likely constitute 
new issue requiring further search and/or consideration. Attorneys Heppermann and 
Chinlund agreed to keep that in consideration in filing a response in due course to the 
Final Office Action.

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.
